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The National Codex (Food Products Standards) Committee shall meet as and when necessary to consider the 
various issues that may be discussed at the annual meetings of the Codex Alimentarius Commission and to prepare 
necessary material therefor. The work of the Committee will include standards for all the Prmcipal foods whether processed, 
semi-processed or raw for distribution to the consumer. It will include provision in respect of food hygiene, food additives, 
pesticide residues, contaminants, labelling and preservation, methods of analysis and sampling. 

ORDER 

Ordered that a copy of this Resolution be communicated to the Secretary to the President, the Prime Minister’s 
Secretariat; the Cabinet Secretariat; the Planning Commission ; all Ministries of the Government of India ; all State 
Governments and Governments of Union Territories; Government Members of the Committee. Ordered that the Resolution 
be published in the Gazette of India for general information.
